While flood waters from the 


shattered Eder and Moehne dams 
still swept . angrily through Ger 
many’s industrial valleys, engulf- 
ing cities and leaving hundreds of 
thousands homeless, American 
Flying Fortresses inflicted further 
punishing blows on the Nazis yes- 
terday in attacks on submarine 
and shipbuilding yards at Kiel and 
at Flensburg, 40 miles away. 

An Eighth Air Force communi- 
gue said the unescorted bombers 
left both targets in flames and 
shot down many enemy fighters 
that tried to ward them off. Six 
of the big craft failed to return 
-—another payment on the cost of 
wrecking Germany’s war indus- 
tries from the air.

The Kiel attack was made by a 
Fortress wing commanded since 
January by Brigadier General 
—- S. Hansell, of Atlanta,

Even the British air ministry 
appeared amazed at the extent of 
the catastrophe visited ypon the 
enemy in the early hours of Mon- 
day when Lancaster bombers 
dropped mines against dams im- 
pounding two of Germany’s great- 
est reservoirs. 

“Both the Eder and Moehne 
areas present a most mournful 
spectacle with fields under water,” 
the air ministry said after survey- 
ing latest pictures of the man- 
made floods. “Roads and railways 
have disappeared, bridges have 
been washed away, and buildings 
can be seen sticking above the '/| 
flood.” 

Munitions Center Hit. | 

Racing waters from the Eder 
were reported to have reached a 
point 50 miles below the broken 
dam and to have flooded many | 
parts of Kassel, a munitions cen- 
ter of 260,000 inhabitants. The 
Moehne flood had rushed through 
Neiderense Neheim, which has a 
population of $0,000, and had 
reached Froendenberg = and 
Schwerte, 30 miles below the res- 
ervoir. 

The newspaper Der Bund in 
Bern, Switzerland, said thousands 
had been killed and hundreds of 
thousands made homeless. It said 
the burst dams supplied 70 per 
cent of electric power and water 
supply for Ruhr industries.

| It is our settled policy, the set-

enemy occupied countries. Wher- 
ever these munitions centers exist 
or are developed, they will be 
destroyed and the populations will 
be tispersed. If they don’t like 


what is coming to them, then let 
them disperse beforehand on their 
own. And this process will con- 
tinue ceaselessly, with ever-in- 
creasing weight and intensity, un- 
til the German and Italian people 
abandon or destroy the monstrous 
tyrannies which they have incu- 


bated and reared in their midst. 
WAR-MAKING CAPACITY | 


Meanwhile our air offensive is 


larger portion of its war-| 
front. In order to provide protec- | 
tion against the air attacks, hun- 
dreds of fighter aircraft, thousands | 
of’ antiaircraft guns and many' 
hundreds of thousands of men, to-| 
gether with a vast share of the 
output of the war factories, have 
already been assigned to this pure- | 
ly defensive function. 

All this is at the expense of 
the enemy’s power of new ag- 
gression or of the enemy’s power 
to resume the initiative. Survey- 
ing the whole aspect of the air 
war we cannot doubt that it is a 
major factor in the process of vic- 
tory. That I think is established 
as a solid fact. 

It is all agreed between us, 
that we should at the _ earliest 
moment similarly bring our joint 
air power to bear upon the mili- 
tary targets in the homelands of 
Japan. The cold-blooded execu- 
tion of United States airmen by 
the Japanese government is a 
proof not only of their barbarism 
but of the dread in which they 
regard this possibility. 


It is the duty of those who are 
charged with the direction of the 
war to overcome at the earliest 
moment the military, geographi- 
cal and political difficulties and 
begin the process so necessary 
and desirable of laying the cities 
and other munitions centers of Ja- 
pan in ashes. For in ashes they 
must surely lie before peace 
comes back to the world. 

That this objective holds a high 
place in the present conference is 
obvious to thinking men. But no 
public discussion would be use- 
ful upon the method or sequence 
in events which should be pur- 
sued in order to achieve it. Let 
me make it plain, however, that 
the British will participate in this 
air attack on Japan in  har- 
monious accord with the major 
Strategy of the war. 

That is our desire and the 
cruelties of the Japanese enemy

will make our airmen all the 


more ready to bear the perils and 
sufferings of their American 
At the present time, speaking 
more generally, the prime prob: 
lem which is before the United 
States and, to a lesser extent, be- 
fore Great Britain, is not s0 
much the creation of armies or 
the vast output of munitions and 
aircraft. These are already in full 
swing and immense progress and 
prodigious results have been 
achieved. The problem is rather 
the applicatién of those forces to 
the enemy in the teeth of U-boat 
resistance across the great ocean 
spaces and across the narrow 
seas or on land through the 
swamps, mountains and jungles 
in various quarters of the globe. 
That is our problem. 
PLANS MUST BE INSPIRED 
BY FAVORABLE CONDITIONS 
All our war plans must there- 
fore be inspired, pervaded and 
even dominated by the supreme 


tions or, at any rate tolerable con- 
ditions. We cannot pick and 
choose too much in engaging on 
the largest possible scale at the 
earliest possible moment that 
enemy wherever it is profitable 
and indeed, I might say, wherever 
it is possible to do so. Thus in this 
way shall we make our enemies in 
Europe and in Asia burn and con- 
sume their strength on land, on sea 
and in the air with the maximum 
rapidity. 

Now you will readily under- 
stand that the complex part of 
finding the maximum opening for 
the employment of our vast forces 
is selection of the point at which 
to strike to the greatest advantage 
tc those forces and the emphasis 
and priority to be assigned to all 
the various enterprises which are 
desirable, but that is a task requir- 
ing the constant supervision and 
adjustment of our combined staffs 
and of the heads of government. 

It is a vast complicated process, 
especially when two countries are 
involved directly in council to- 
gether and when the interests of 
so many other countries have to 
be considered. 

And the utmost goodwill and 
readiness to think for the common 
cause, the cause of all the United 
Nations, is required from everyone 
participating in our discussions. 
CISCUSSION NECESSARY 
FOR INTRICATE PLANS 

The intricate adjustments and 
arrangements can only be made by 
discussion between men who know 
all the facts and who are and can

The enemy is still proud and 
powerful.

A false step, a wrong 
direction of strategic effort, dis- 
cord or lassitude among the Allies 
might soon give the common en- 
emy the power to confront us with 
new and hideous steps.

The failure of the United Na- 
tions to project a constructive 
vision of the future of Europe may 
prolong this war unnecessarily. It 
plays into the hands of the Euro- 
pean Axis and gives them their 
most effective propaganda mate- 
among the Allies, over questions 
amonge the allies, over questions 
of influence, frontiers, and power.

Europe is a cultural, economic 
and historic entity.

Its most truly representative 
state, and its most stable one :s 
the little confederation of Switz- 
erland. And the greatest honor 
you can do a Frenchman, Italian, 
German, Dutchman, Czech or Pole 
is to call him a good European. 

The division of Europe into a 
score of sovereign states has re- 
sulted in two Europes—the highly 
industrializec and modern western 
and central states that have lived 
by exporting toods, and the back- 
ward agricultural southern, south- 
western and eastern states that 
have, for generations, exported 


people, and the disunity of Europe 
has made it impossible for them 
to feed and serve each other. 

The tyranny of Hitler has bro- 
ken this spell. Hitler has been 
forced by the logic of his own war, 
to accomplish an historic act. It 
is foolish to underrate it. It is 
necessary to break the tyranny, 
but not again to disintegrate Eu- 
rope. We must Europeanize every 
nation, re-establish Europe's his- 
toric yearnings for freedom and 
equality; free Europe from _ the 
hegemony of a dominant power; 
and emerge from this war not only 
as the liberator of the nations, but 
as the unifier of a free Europe. 

If we do we shall be beloved for 
all time. If we do not we shall, 
I fear, have all Europe against us, 
the day after tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock the 
ladies of the cabinet and I gave our first party for a group of con- 
| gressional ladies. We had a short movie and then went out on the 
lawn for some very light refreshments. The 
air was delicious, neither too cold nor too 
warm. I only hope that every one of the 
parties planned for the garden will be as 
pleasant as this one was. 

We were shown another in a series of films 
in the evening, prepared by the special serv- 
ices division of the Army, to be shown in the 
camps. It is one of the best chronologies of 
the development of the war that I have seen 
and I hope that, like “Prelude to Victory,” it 
will be released to the general public, as well 
as to the soldiers in the camps. 

For the benefit of the Greek War Relief, ‘Sse CoE OS 
the radio stations will have on sale, for the price of $1, an atlas 
of World War II, which was arranged as a program for the Greek 
War Relief benefit. It shows geographically the entire progress 
of the war, and I can think of no better gift for the boys in the 
Army who, after they have seen the film we saw last night, will 
want something actually in hand to remind them of the history of 
this war. 

Many people all over this country must be reading the casualty 
lists with great anxiety these days. There is one thing which im- 
presses me each time I go through them. I have always known it, 
but it is something good to bear in mind. There are the names of 
the men who have given all they had to give for the country in 
which you and I live, and the names—why, they are Russian, 
British, German, French, Dutch, Jewish, Czech, Hungarian, Chinese, 
Italian, Irish, Japanese, Norwegian, Swedish, and from all the rest 
of the nations of the world! 

As you read the stories of heroic deeds, you find again that 
whether it is Meyer Levin or Jimmy Doolittle, the name, the race, 
the religion does not seem to make any difference. Courage be- 
longs to.no one race or no one religion, but it does seem to be in 
all our boys, for where one is recognized, a hundred go unno- 
ticed. We can take pride in all these young Americans, and if any 
of us ever had any prejudices we can beat them down and hide 
them away, shamed by the mute testimony of the names on our 
casualty lists. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon I start visiting housing projects. So 
far as I can now tell, 1 won't get through much before 9 o'clock 
tonight, so I shall have to forego dining with our very delightful

Air Mail Anniversary 

The first quarter century of airmail serv- 
ice in the United States became a record of 
historic achievement May 15. It was 25 years 
ago on that date that Lieutenant George L. 
Boyle, United States Army, flew his plane out 
of Washington for Philadelphia with two sacks 
of letters and packages, the innovation of air- 
mail service being watched by President Wilson 
and other national dignitaries. 

Twenty-five miles out of Washington Boyle 
became lost, landed his plane, and the mail 
was returned to Washington. Another plane 
carried this initial shipment to Philadelphia, 
and the next day on to New York. The post 
office department took over operation of this 
first 218-mile air route with its own equipment 
and pilots August 12, 1918, and the great ex- 
pansion to a 62,826-mile foreign and domestic 
airmail service began. 

Coast-to-coast service, New York to San 
Francisco, was established September 8, 1920, 
the first through flight being made the fol- 
lowing February 22-23 by Pilot Jack Knight. 
The congress was so impressed with this first 
transcontinental flight, and Knight’s later first 


night mail flight, it appropriated $1,250,000 to 
expand the service and light’ the airways. Evi- 


dence of how quickly the public responded 
to fast airmail service is shown by the fact 
that congress appropriated $22,804,422 for its 
maintainance in the fiscal year of 1942. 


Private airline contractors took over mail 
service in 1928; in the fall of 1935 trans-Pacific 
airmail was launched, and on May 20, 1939, the 
first airmail took off for Europe. It was also 
about this time a contractor inaugurated the 
“drop and pickup” airmail service, which has 
since been expanded so that more than 100 
which are not stopping points for

airmail service. 

The war dealt a severe blow to the air lines, 
over 200 commercial planes having been taken 
into military service but, despite this, airmail 
dispatched from 169 representative cities in 
February, 1943, totaled 6,133,243 pounds, an in- 
crease of 74.89 per cent over February, 1942. 

The nation is already “airminded” to a 
high degree, and with the end of war and re- 
lease of thousands of planes and expert pilots 
airplane traffic will increase by leaps and 
bounds. Mail will be only one of the com- 
modities swiftly conveyed to sections not now 
favored by this rapid method of transporta- 
tion. There will be greatly increased passenger 
traffic, with possibly lower fares than now ob- 
tain, while huge transports will carry greater 
quantities of express and freight. It will be 
an “airplane epoch,” and while private planes 
may never approach the popularity of the auto- 
mobile, the air will be invaded by myriads of 
planes, from the “air flivver’’ to the luxurious 
limousine of the ether.

WASHINGTON PARADE

ANOTHER VICTORY? WASHINGTON, May § 19.—After 
noting that Allied shipping losses in 


April were only about half of what they were in March, Secretary 
of the Navy Knox and Admiral King both ventured the prediction 
recently that the U-boat menace will be definitely broken within 
the next four to six months. 

Somehow the true significance of that statement seems to have 
been lost sight of in the more dramatic de- 
velopments turning on the wind-up of the 
Tunisian campaign. 

If we are on the verge of breaking the 
back of the submarine menace, one of the 
greatest problems of the war is about to be 
solved. Once we are able to rid the Atlantic 
of Hitler’s U-boats our task will be made much 
simpler. It would mean the reduction of the 
cost of the war by billions of dollars, measured 
in the savings from ship losses. 

But more important than this, it would 
mean the safe passage of our men and sup- 
plies to destination points along the far-flung 
battlefront, which in turn means a shortening 

r | of the war. 

What Secretary Knox and Admiral King have promised, there- 
fore, is a major victory in the battle of the Atlantic—a victory 
whose importance cannot be overestimated in the long-range view 
of things. That we are able to anticipate such a turn in events 
within the next four to six months is a development no less strik- 
ing than the great victory we have just won in Tunisia, 


THE TRUMAN REPORT To put all of this in its proper 


perspective, it will be recalled that 
only a short time ago the senate Truman committee issued a report 
tending to show that total Allied shipping losses last year just 
about equaled the new tonnage we were able to launch. 

In other words, to accept the Truman report, we were just about 
holding our own against the inroads of the subs. That was a situa- 
tion fraught with great danger to the Allied cause. 

It is inconceivable that the two leading heads of our naval 
service should commit themselves so boldly on a proposition with- 
out knowing what they were talking about. If the prediction fails 
to materialize, their words will come back to haunt them, 


SURE OF GROUND But there is every reason to believe 
that Secretary Knox and Admiral King 


were sure of their ground before they spoke. Neither official is 
given to loose chatter, anyway. The Navy never has had a repu- 
tation for doing business that way. If anything, it leans too far 
in the opposite direction. 

What was it, then, that prompted our high naval officials to 
make such a bold prediction? 

Without revealing any military secrets, it can be stated au- 
thoritatively that the Navy Department, in collaboration with the 
British, has perfected new scientific devices for dealing with the 
U-boats which are far more effective than anything used in the past. 


NEW DEVICES Naval men who have been out on subma- 

rine patrol duty say the new instruments have 
a ten-to-one ratio of greater effectiveness over the old system used. 
They are said to be so good that it is extremely difficult for the 
enemy undersea craft to hide from us any more. 

We are supposed to be using not only new devices for sound 
detection of the subs, but also new types of bombs. , 

If half of what is claimed for our new scientific discoveries is 
true, Secretary Knox and Admiral King were being very cautious 
in their optimism. We may have the answer to the U-boat menace 
at last. 

The figures on ship sinkings in May aren't available yet, but 
naval officials say they will continue to show the improvement re- 
corded last month. The record should grow even better in a month 
or two after we have had an opportunity to install the new devices 
generally. 


PHENOMENAL SUCCESS Only the other day a partial re- 


port was given out on a clash 
between a submarine pack and one of our convoys. The initial 
information indicated that our escorting vessels had sunk about ten 
subs in that engagement. These are phenomenal figures, if true, 
and may be accepted as evidence enough that we have improved 
our tactics considerably. 

Pending receipt of more positive information on what we are 
doing, however, it is well to use a note of caution in making pre- 
dictions as to the success of our operations. About a year ago or 
so the British were believed to have found the answer to the 
— problem through new instruments based on the use of 

adar. 

The instruments made it possible for British planes to pick 
up subs cruising on the surface at night, or even in foggy weather 
during the daytime. 

While this was undoubtedly responsible for getting a larger 
number of the undersea craft, it fell far short of solving the prob- 
lem entirely. 


OPTIMISM JUSTIFIED ey: now, also, the Germans may 


e able to perfect some new scheme 
for offsetting the advantage which the new scientific instruments 
give us. That has been true of all phases of warfare for centuries. 
It is axiomatic that a proper defense is always found for every 
offensive action. 

In the meantime, there is every reason to believe that our new 
discoveries completely justify the optimism of naval officials. It 
will be ‘interesting to see what the situation is in the battle of 
the Atlantic six months hence.

The reason probably was that 
mustard gas, which is still the 
most effective gas as a military 
weapon, best serves the defensive.

If the Nazis use gas it will be 
in quantity and breadth on a 
critical front, aiming at surprise.

All our sol- 
diers are provided with the latest 
in gas masks. Chemically treated 
clothing can resist mustard gas, 
and the areas with which it is sat- 
urated can be chemically decon- 
taminated. 

Beyond this, a block-buster bomb 
can scatter a lot of mustard gas, 
and smaller bombs their share, 
to burn people struggling amid 
the wreckage from regular bomb 
explosions.

Churchill came walking down the aisle of the house for his speech 
to the nation, the Duke and Duchess of Windsor came into the 


distinguished visitors’ gallery. 
They stood as the crowd applauded. The Duke, slim and youth- 


ful looking, bowed to the crowd, gesturing a 


bit with his derby. The Duchess was less calm. 
She bit her lips a bit, and her face showed 
that she was moved by the reception. 

They sat down at last and the crowded 
galleries and the senators, representatives, the 
supreme court and the cabinet all indulged in 
some frank staring. The Duchess began a con- 
versation with Madame Espil, wife of the min- 
ister from the Argentine. The Duke sat look- 
ing before him, apparently not centering his 
gaze anywhere in particular. 

His hair was bleached a bit by the Bermuda 
sun and he looked as he always did, the glass 
of fashion. He wore a light gray suit, a gray 
shirt, and a gray tie. He had nothing to say 
during the whole period of waiting, sitting 
silently between his wife and one of the British 
embassy staff. 

The Duchess was clad in what the women 
reporters said was a stunning ensemble. The dress was dark blue. 
There was a scarf arrangement of red material with large white 
dots. Long gloves of the same material completed her costume. On 
her left shoulder was a diamond pin. Her hat was a small, closely 
fitting black affair, the size of a freshman college cap. It ap- 


peared to be velvet. A small diamond pin decorated it. 


ONE WONDERED At last the announcement was made from 
the entrance that the Right Honorable 


Winston Churchill, Prime Minister of Great Britain, was present.

All through his speech of more than an hour, the Duchess sat 
straight and gave him solemn attention. The Duke was restless. 
He crossed his knees. He leaned forward, resting his chin on his 
clasped hands. He changed his position repeatedly. 

One could not help but wonder what went through the mind of 
this man who trained all his life to be King of England and whe 
threw it away to marry Wallis Warfield Simpson, the American 
woman with whom he had fallen in love. 

His country was then in great need of leadership because the 
German threat could be seen even then. He quit and a great many 
persons cannot forgive him that. He has the woman he loved and 
he has a small place on a beautiful island where soft and per- 
fumed winds blow. But still one wonders what he thinks. He is 
restless on the island, say those who know him and have talked 
with him. There are those who say that he may go back some day 
to England. No one knows his future. 

Churchill is his friend. Churchill stood for him in those days 
when all England was arrayed against him, saying he must give 
up his throne if he married the woman he had chosen. They have 
had lunch together here in Washington. What they talked and 
planned no one knows. 

When it was done, the crowded galleries gave them another 
ovation. The Duke bowed three times and then saluted. The 
Duchess waved and held up her right hand.in the victory signal 
NOTABLES It was, I imagine, the greatest scene of its kind 

in American history. A former King of England 
and the Prime Minister of Canada, MacKenzie King, were in the 
diplomatic gallery. 

On the floor of the house sat Field Marshal Wavell and three 
generals in command of the British army in India. American staff 
officers were present with them. Uniforms gave the scene a color 
and a dash such as none could recall seeing before. 

Every inch of space was taken. Persons sat in the aisles and 
on the floor. 

And Churchill gave them a show. He was in command from 
the first and held command. He gave all the answers today. He 
pledged anew that England would fight on until Japan was crushed. 
He said that immediate aid to China was a part of the planning 
going on here in Washington. He paid tribute to Russia and he 
urged that there be no turning back or weariness in the great 
struggle which as yet shows no signs of abating. 

It was a tremendously moving experience and when it was 
done and he had gone down the aisle, smiling and shaking hands 
thrust out to him, one felt limp and tired. He carries a great burden 
but he carries it well and strongly. I would not take a great deal 
‘for having seen and heard him today.

Workers, continues to defy the War Labor 
Board, properly constituted agency of the fed- 
eral government. He refuses to appear at any 
hearing called by that board for the arrange- 
ment of collective bargaining on the wage dis- 
pute between miners and mine operators, 

The issue at stake is, as the WLB has defi- 
nitely stated, whether Lewis is above and 
beyond the laws which apply to other citizens 
of the United States, or whether he is amenable 
to those same laws. 

Lewis has extended the truce period, during 

which coal miners agree not to strike, until 
the end of this month. This he did on the 
plea of Secretary Ickes, in direct charge of the 
operation of the mines since they. were taken 
over by the government. 
* At the same time, Lewis continues his 
refusal to have any dealings whatsoever with 
the WLB, although that board is the legally 
constituted authority for the adjudication of 
labor disputes in war time. His refusal] is, 
possibly, indication of his realization that his 
case is, in some details at least, weak. 

Meanwhile leading government officials join 
in condemnation of a pending bill in congress 
which would provide fines and prison terms 
for labor leaders who cause strikes or slow- 
downs in war industry. These officials, includ- 
ing some of the top-ranking directors of the 
national war effort, express fear that any con- 
gressional attempt to restrict organized labor 
would react in greater labor unrest and conse- 
quent impairment of the war production pro- 
gram. 

That protest is, on its face, acknowledgement 
that organized labor is not only so powerful 
that government itself fears its frown, but also 
that organized labor cannot be trusted to place 
the cause of victory in war above its own self 
interest. At least, some segments of organized 
labor. 

It is apparent that in all these disputes the 
mine wage controversy is the one situation

of the United States who are “just as patriotic 
citizens of the new world as any of us who 
speak English.” 

Too often we of this country assume that 
the designation “American” is ours alone, Of 
course it is not. All who live on the two Ameri- 
can continents, from the Arctic to Cape Horn, 
have equal right to that designation. 

In most of the Latin American countries 
today there is a very real democracy in opera- 
tion. And it should not be forgotten that 
with one exception, Argentina, all the Ameri- 
can nations. have either declared war on, or 
severed diplomatic relations with the Axis 
powers. 

These other American nations, too, are con- 
tributing heavily toward victory. To the utmost 
of ability and opportunity, they are engaged 
in the fight of the United Nations for freedom. 

After the war is done there will be magnifi- 
cent opportunity for the nations of the Amer!i- 
can continents to demonstrate to all the 
world how they can live side by side in peace 
and goodwill, co-operating together for the 
mutual benefit of all. 

As Vice President Wallace said, “it is a time 
for greatness, and we must measure up.”

3. The number of conspirators 
tried and executed during the | 
reign of Alexander II, Alexander | 
III and Nicholas II is on record | 
not only in official documents but | 
also in the writings of Russian) 
revolutionaries. The total does | 
not attain two thousand executions 
in 50 years. As Mr. Davies report- | 
ed to the State Department in 
1936 thousands, not one or two, 
were put to death in one purge.) 
In his opinion, the Soviet regime | 
is not more cruel than was the) 
regime of the Czars.

Administrator Prentiss M. Brown 
said supplies in the east “have hit 
an all-time low” and the ban is
